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The Ohio State Convention. 
Preparations tor the coming 
Ohio State Convention to te held 
at Pleasant Hilt on J nne 6th, are 
now about completed, and ever; 
thing will be in readiness for the 
convention when it convenes. 
The Pleasant Hill brethren have 
rented a suitable hall tor a board- 
ing ball, and will charge 20ote 
per meal, bo that tbe members 
can also enjoy the convention, 
instead of spending their time in 
cooking, and entertaining their 
guests. We believe no one will 
find fault with this arrangement, 
aa most of our P. H. members 
live in the country, and for them 
to go home between sessions, 
board their gueets and return 
again eould scarcely be done, 
and for the membership in town 
to bear all this burden would be 
too much also. So they decided 
to rent a hall, hire some compe- 
tent persons to run it for them 
and charge 20cts per meal, and 
it, after paying all expenses, 
there ie anything left, it is to be 
turned over to the Home Mission 
fnnd, and if tbe expenses are 
greater than the receipts, the P. 
H. church pays the deficit. . Am- 
ple accommodations will be pro- 
Tided lor lodging free. We 
again appeal to all of our Ohio 
churches to not neglect selecting 
delegates to this convention as it 
will be the moat important state 
convention yet beld ; and be sure 
not to forget the H. M. fund. 
We present the program this 
week, and urge all to be present 
and take an active part, espec- 
ially those named on the pro- 
gram , Pro. Bashor will deliver 
his famous lecture, 'Pulpit Rem- 
iniscences' on Thursday evening, 
June 6th, for the benefit of tbe 
Ohio Home Mission. 

Bro, Brown will deliver the 
annual Sunday sermen. Theme, 
'Immortality of tbe Soul ; ' and 
in this connection I wish to say 
to several brethren that have 
written to me in regard to my 
answer to questions sent out 
from Evasgeust office, that I 
did not intend my answer to 
mean that I was a believer in 
tbe doctrine of son) -sleeping, 
whatever my answer may have 
implied. 

Our protracted effort at Pleas- 
ant Hill of two weeks duration 
was a decided success, and the 
end is not yet. 

We expect to hold our com-

Bauman has ohosen 
Iran* JUwouri Flathes for his 
caption I have concluded to use 
Occidentals to designate my com- 
mon i cation for the Evangelist 
from Kansas and Nebraska. It 
is true, brother Beer, may object 
to looking eastward for the Occi- 
dent, but then there can be no 
Occident beyond him for the 
brethren church worth mention- 
ing and California does not pro- 
fess to belong to tbe 'States' 
anyway, aud so I feel that I am 
all right in locating the west, 
east of the Kooky Mountains and 
west of the Missouri river, and 
so we living in tbe Occident of 
the Occident, will call our corres- 
pondence from here Occidentals.

The 
houses were too small, or rather 
the congregations became too 
large, and he now talks to the 
people nuder the Elms aud the 
Cotton woods on the west banks 
of the Missouri River. I should 
not wonder if Bro, John would 
organise a Brethren church at 
that plane. It would be just like 
him. He has done such work 
before. 

The church here has organised 
a promising Sunday school. We 


bave changed the seats in tbe 
large building, and pieced an 
organ in the church, and have 
resolved to build a new church 
on the east side of the congrega- 
tion this summer. 

The Carleton, Nebraska, breth- 
ren expect to dedicate their new 
church house in June or Jnly. 
They will then worship under 
their own vine and fig tree, aa it 
were, with none to hinder or 
molest them. There was one ad- 
ded to their number by baptism 
a few weeks ago. 

The Falls City church bee 
meeting every two weeks at tbe 
8ilver Creek meeting house. 
Bro. P. A. Hendricks living at 
Brock, Nebraska preaches ' tor 
them at present. 

Bro. Stevens is still holding 
ths fort at Beatrice, L'ickrel and 
Holmesville. I wonder how they 
are getting along with their new 
church enterprise. 

I most forgot to tell you that 
tbe Morrill township 8. S. con- 
vention of which onr worthy Bro. 
Bnrworth ie President, held its 
quarterly session in tbe Pony 
Creek church last Sunday. It 
was an enjoyable and profitable 
occasion. 

The State 8. S. Convention will 
be held at McPherson this year 
and Bro. Burworth will likely 
attend as a delegate from here.

Ths Dayton Meetings. 
On going. to Dayton to" open 
meetings, found that onr work 
would be neces^arially under tbe 
most discouraging and adverse 
circumstances. The department 
encampment of tbo G. A. R,, of 
Ohio, the I. O. O. F., celebration 
of Southern Ohio, the College 
commencements, spring meetings 
of tbe church, literary societies, 
and a 'world renowned' circus, 
with a dozen other things more 
or less, would be held during 
the meetings all of which kept 
the city at a fever heat of ex- 
citement during the entire time. 
Added to all this was the fact 
that onr place of worship was 
almost at one bide of the city and 
not a very popular place of 
resort, and our inability to 
secure its use on Sunday except 
at 8 p. m. Then too it was only 
by hard coaxing and good gen- 
eralship that we were able to 
hold tbe meetings longer than 
one week. There was a general 
depressed feeling among the 
members at the opining over all 
these apparent obstacles, but all 
realized we were in for it and 
nothing short of hard, wideawake 
work would give us eVen a small 
hearing. But we opened with a 
full house and never bad lees 
than a house two thirds full even 
when almost the entire city was 
under a blaze of excitment with 
counter attractions ot mammoth 
size. Most of the time the 
house, which seats between 860 
and 400, was full, and the inter- 
est and attention, intellectually 
tbe very best The rowdy ele- 
ment that so frequently attends 
revival services in a city the size 
of Dayton was absent, and the 
place filled with a better class of 
people. Many intelligent and 
cultured taoea were seen in the 


audiences that gathered, and 
much was done to enlist their 
sympathy and respect for tbe 
chnrcb. Our church in the city 
is full of zeal and good works 
and the Christian repute of tbe 
membership is good. A more 
devoted and earnest class of 
brethren it is hard to find. 
While they are poor in 'this 
world's goods' and have been 
laboring, from this cause, under 
many discouraging circumstances 
their faith and industry have 
never flagged, and they bave met 
with a steady, healthful growth. 

We had no accessions to the 
church, but closed just when tbe 
'waters* began to move. The ar- 
rangements for the house were 
about at an end and for the 
future not at all assured, so we 
■let loose to catch « better hold.' 
The part published last week, follow- 
ed beie. 

I should not omit to state that 
the QaUy Herald, The Democrat 
and The Monitor gave almost 
daily notices of onr meetings, and 
in some instances almost lull re- 
ports of the sermons. 

I preached onr doctrine fully 
and as clearly as possible, and 
now while the interest ie op and 
the 'iron is hot' we feel it the 
time to strike. I made my home 
at the American Sanitarium, and 
foond Dr. and Mrs, Brumbaugh 
very hospitable aud agreeable 
entertainers. The Dr. pulled us 
through with drags end his wile 
with good things at the table, and 
all this with what we got 'brows- 
ing arouod,' at such homes as 
Mason's and Folkerth'e made onr 
visit to Dayton one of pleasure. 
Bro. Keihl end Brumbaugh 
are at the head of a good work 
in Dayton, and I believe tbey 
wilt not labor amiss.
